Uproarious Scenes in the Chamber. 


"The people will veto this entire gang, in- 
cluding the Mayor, next April,’’ shouted Ald, 
John O'Neill, and the gallery cheered, while 
Mayor Hopkins pounded his desk and 
half a dozen gang Aldermen greeted him with 
epithets which would disgrace the inmates of 
a barrel house, When the * business” of the 
evening had been finished some minor mat- 
ters were hastily acted upon and then Ald, 
Gallagher, who had heretofore kept his peace, 
rose as if by a preconcerted signal and moved 
that the Council adjourn. 

** All in favor,”’ said Mayor Hopkine. ‘* All 
opposed,’’ and before ten Aldermen knew 
what was the matter he had declared the 
meeting adjourned, and with his yachting cap 
perched jauntily on the side of his head had 
left the chair of the presiding officer. 

It is certain that not half a dozen Aldermen 
heard read the amendments to the Cosmopol- 
itan ordinance suggested by the Mayor. Men 
sitting on the steps of the Clerk’s desk were 
unable to follow even their general outline in 
the wild uproar. The two roll-calls, the first 
on the previous question and the second on 
the passage of the ordinance with the amend. 
ments of the Mayor, were had under similar 
conditions. 

Failure of Civic Federation Committee, 

The failure of the committee appointed by 
the Civic Federation to procure the introduc- 
tion of repealing ordinances was the occasion 
of much comment, In explaining the matter 
Frank W, Walker, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, said: 

“I was not feeling well this‘afternoon and 
came home early. Before coming, however, I 
went with the committee to call on the Mayor. 
We were undecided when we left him as to 
what his intentions were, and so Mr. Zeisler 
and myself drew up the followmg repealing 
ordinances, to bépresented in case the 
Mayor failed to veto the obnoxious measures, 

We also prepared two ordinances provid- 
ing for repeals in case of an amendment and 
subsequent repassage of the gas and electric 
ordinances. I went to see Ald. O'Neill and 
he agreed to introduce one of the repealing 
ordinances. I understood when I came 
home that Ald. Noble was to be 
asked to present the other. Why he did 
not doso I cannot explain, nor, having been 
kept away from Council Chamber, can I 
understand why Ala. O'Neill failed to keep 
his agreement with me. Now that the ordi- 
~nances have both passed the Council and been 
approved by the Mayor I cannot see what can 
be done to prevent their going into effect, It 
is too late for action, I am afraid.”’

MANN MAKES A COURAGEOUS FIGHT, 


But the Gang Comes Out Victorious Un- 
der McGillen’s Leadership, 

It was apparent before the proceedings 
commenced that word had been passed along 
the line as to the policy the Mayor had pur- 
sued in his message, and that it was known to 
the leaders in the Council on the majority 
side that the Mayor had signed the Ogden gas 
ordinance. lt seemed from the lobbying being 
done that an effort was ov foot to ascertain if 
there were any weak places in the ranks of 
the majority. To one not posted the moves 
being made on the floor of the Council indi-.

over the Mayor’s veto. It was only a* few 
minutes, however, until all were fully advised 
on the subject. 

As soon as the Council had been called to 
order Ald. McGillen was recognized, and 
moved that when the Council adjourn it ad. 
journ until Friday evening. prevailed, 
although the minority did not quite under- 
stand why it wasdone. But it was apparent 
later that the object was to do no further bus- 
iness than to pass the two franchise ordi- 
nances and the ordinance of the South Chi-.

FARMER SOUDAMORE’'S SAD MATRI- 
MONIAL EXPERIENCE, 


Aged Ex-Statesman from Egypt Advertises 
for a Uousekeeper, Who Suggests Mar- 
riage, Induces Him to Mortgage His 
Farm and Come to Chicago, Where She 
Gets Possession of the Family Ex- 
chequer and Loses ‘Him—Unfortunate 
Groom Thinks She Has Been Murdered. 

James Seudamore of Pigeon, in the land of 

Egypt, statesman and agriculturist. was a 

happy bridegroom for four hours Saturday. 

Naw he thinks he is a widower and has gone 

back to his farm in Jefferson County on a 

pass furnished by the Police Department of 

Chicago. Mr. Scudamore is certain his bride 

of four hours, or ‘*ma,’’ as he calls her, has 

been murdered for her money, he having in- 
trusted the family purse to her immediately 


_ after the ceremony. Inspector Shea is cynical 


enough to insinuate that Mr. Scudamore is a 
victim of misplaced confidence and that ** ma”

is probably now engeged in spending his 
money in riotous living. He was careful, 
however, not to force this professional opin- 
ion on Mr. Scudamore and the old man went 
home hugging the assurance that the ‘Town 
Marshal’’ would do.his best to find the miss- 
ing woman, dead or alive. 

According to other Egyptian statesmen Mr. 
Scudamore was a Representative in the Iili- 
nois Legislature back in the "80s. His wife 
died five years ago and since then he has been

Duluth City Father Says He Was Offered 
$10,000=Others Approached, 


Dutvurn, Minn., March 4.—[Special.}— 
Aid. Cox of this city said today he had 
been offered $10,000 te rush 
Clyne contract through the Council. He 
said also he was told to give each Alderman 
$2,500, Ald. Olafson said ho was 
offered $1,500, and that all but three 
Aldermen (Patterson, Hale, ana How- 
ard) wero to be made offers. 
Clyne, a resident of West Duluth, submitted 
a proposition to the Council for the construc. 
tion of a pumpmg atation, a water main 
extension to Lester River, and a 
duplicate of the present ‘plant in the 
city, operated and owned by the Duluth 
Gas and Water company. ‘This would cost 
Duluth $1,400,000. It was calculated the 
proposition would aid greatly in defeating 
thie plan to purchase the plant of the Duluth 
Gas and Water company, which was 
voted Oct. 26, and at the same time 
prove a most profitable contract for Mr. 
Clyne and his backers, if accepted by the 
Council. The water plant purchase proposi- 
tion and the bonds carried, thereby giving 
the Clyne proposition a black eye. The propo- 
sition was modified so as to embrace only 
the construction of a new pumping station 
and a water main extension to connect with 
the old plant, which the city had voted to pur- 
chase from the Duluth Gas and Water com- 
pany. It appears that those pushing the 
scheme wanted the city to award 
them a contract without advertising 
for bids in the sum of $800,000, Bonds for 
the performance of the work were offered in 
the sum of $100,000, with W. J. Holmes and 
H. H. Phelps as sureties. 


FIFTEEN THOUSAND MINERS OUT. 


Pittsburg Coal Men Lay Down Their Tools 
and Demand 69 Cents. 


Prrresura, Pa., March 4.—/Special.|]— A 
strike among the miners of the Pittsburg 
district is on. As a result of a convention 
held here today 15,000 men have laid down 
their tools and declared that not another pound 
of coal will be mined in the district for less 
than 69 centsaton. This action was entirely 
unexpected. The minority ‘advised delay 
until the lake shipping season opened. When 
the convention adjourned miners in every 
part of the district were notified that 69 cents 
sthe price, and the strike was on. The sus- 
pension will be widespread. 

Bevorr, Wis., March 4.—[Special.]—The 
labor troubles at the Fairbanks, Morse & 
Co.’s works were settled today. The men will 
return to work at eight hours, the old rate of 
wages to prevail,

GORGE BREAKS AT PORT DEPOSIT. 


Loss to Property Along Shere Will Reach 
About .$30, 000. 


Port Depostrr, Md., March 4.—[Special.]— 
The great ice gorge at McCali’s Ferry broke 
today and the frozen mass, driven by a swift 
eurrent, came rushing down upon this al- 
ten2y inundated town. ‘The loss to lumber- 
men, fishermen, and property-owners along 
the river front will aggregatejabout $30,000. 
The packing-houses of J. N. McCullough and 
E. P. Buckley were carried away. Several 
fishermen’s families who did not abandon 
their’ houses in time were taken out of the 
second-story windows into boats. The river 
is fallng slowly tonight. 

LANCASTER, Pa,, March 4.—The gorge on 
the Susquehanna at Turkey Hill is reported 
to be forty or fifty feet high. At noon today 
the gorge at Safe Harbor shoved and carried 
away the railroad bridge of the Port Deposit 
road over Conestoga Creek and ten carloads 
of coal which had been run on it to weigh it 
down. There is great alarm at Safe Harbor 
for fear the gorge at Turkey Hill will break 
and pileon top of the ice dammed at the 
mouth of the Conestoga, and thus flood the 
town. 


HAVE NO PAID FIRE DEPARTMENTS. 


Fire, Therefore, Does As It Pieases af An- 
drews, Ind., and Waterford, Pa, 


Huntineton, Ind., March 4,— The Town 
of Andrews, this county, was visited by 
a fire last. night which destroyed prop- 
erty valued at $25,000. The buildings 
burned include the Andrews Hotel. S. J. 
Leedy’s grocery, G. W. Antenrith’s jewelry 
store, J. M. Starr’s shoa store, and the resi- 
dences of Mrs. Brandon and Mrs. Waite. An- 
drews is without fire protection. The insur- 
ance covers half the loss. & 

Erte, Pa., March 4.—The business portion 
of Waterford, this county, was destroyed by 
fire yesterday. Twoentire blocks, compris- 
ing seventeen business places, are in‘ ruins. 
The loss will probably reach $100,000. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. There is no 
paid fire department and the flames had made 
such headway by the time the volunteers ar- 
rived on the scene that nothing could be 
saved.

They succeed in finding 
an acid that would remove the best Sanford 
ink from the face of checks, at the same time 
not even destroying a fiber of the Underwood 
priate ob upon which the checks of. the 
Union Pacific are printed. The checks which 
were raised failed to show a single erasure 
mark, and the amount of the check in figures 
in the right-hand corner, as well as the written 
amount in the body of the check, were wiped 
out as completely as ifa cloth had been used 
in removing dust from a table top.

of these were sold previously for the entire 
season of three weeks. Nearly 600, accord- 
ing to the estimate of Manager Adams, were 
sold to out-of-town patrons. No seats for 
single performances were sold to Chicago 
people prior to the opening of the box office 
yesterday morning. If Chicago people want- 
ed tickete for one night ora portion of the 
season they had to get in line. When they 
got there they found the speculators before 
them. At 10 o'clock, when the main floor 
was sold out, there were-hundreds of people 
not speculators still in line wanting seats. 

A big sign was hung out on Wabash avenue 
yesterday morning a few doors north of the 
Auditorium. It read: 
GRAND OPERA RESERVED : 

SEATS ON SALE HERE, . ; 


Slee 

A speculative combination that bought up 
a number of tickets rented the store and put 
up the sign. A member of the combine ad- 
mitted they captured over 300 seats, Other 
speculators, they say, got 100 main floor 
seats. The box office price of these seats was 
$3.50 each. Speculators were selling them 
yesterday for $6. Today they say the price 
will be $7.50. - 

“They are cheap at $12 a pair,” said a 
member of the speculative combine. ‘* To- 
morrow they will be cheap at $15 a pair, and 
by next Monday—well, here are a few favor- 
ite seats that I am holding out for theeleventh 
hour.”’ He held up a bunch of about a dozen 
pink slips of cardboard. “I'll get $50 a pair 
for these, I think. I may get $60.”’ 

** How did you get so many tickets?’’ 

**We had men in line early. They bought 
four to six tickets each. I only got four, but 
some of my men got six each. Adams is so 
strict about letting speculators get hoid of 
tickets that I was afraid to ask for more than 
four tickets, I had twenty-five or thirty men 
there. Someof my men were there at 11 
o’clock last night and they stood there all 
through the blizzard. Weare going to bein 
business till the opera season ends.”” 

There were no main-floor seats put on sale 
at the down-town office. 

Manager Adams said he had done every- 
thing he knew to prevent speculators from 
getting tickets. If they had them it was be- 
yond his power to prevent it. “I will give 
$1,000 to anybody who wiil show me how to 
successfully prevent tickets from getting into. 
the hands of speculators. I can’t do it, 
The only way to stop the business 
is for the public to quit patronizing these 
men. I have instructed the policeman to 
eject every known speculator from the lobby. 
There is always a rush for first-night per- 
formances, but lovers of opera who desire to 
see ‘Les Huguenots’ will have plenty of op- 
portunity, as it will be repeated. They may 
see it cheaper, too, than in any other of the 
large cities. The price in New York, Wash- 
ington, and Baltimore, for instance, is $5; in 
London $5.25. Here it is only $3.50 for the 
best seats. The price of standing room will 
not be $2, as people imagine. It has not’yet . 
been decided what it will be, but it will surely 
not exceed $1.50, and never will. The com- 
plaint made that the seats were sold so quick- 
ly is all bosh. There were between 500 and 
600 seats on the main floor for sale this 
morning, and there were two men_ selling 
tickets. For the Emmet celebration, which 
takes place tonight, the whole 4,000. seats 
were disposed of two hours after the box of- 
fide opened,”

Crisp Retarns Thanks, 


A moment later when Speaker Crisp 
ascended tne rostrum the applause and cheer- 
ing were renewed. The Speaker bowed his 
acknowlédgements and after hearing Mr. 
Cannon’s resolution read he delivered his 
valedictory. 

Representatives: I know you will pastoe me 
if ‘before performing my last official act I give 
some expression to what I feel not only in regard 
to the rgsolution which you have just adopted 
but in respect to the uniform kindness, courtesy, 
and considerauon with which I have been treated 
by every member of this body. The difficulties 
of the presiding officer arisé iargely from this, 
that whereas there are perbaps 14,000 or 15,000 
bilis introduced in a Congress in the nature of 
things but a smal! portion of them can have con- 
sideration. There is necessarily a struggle to 
determine what those particular measures 
shall be, and from year to year -this 
difficulty increases. ‘The present occupant of 
the chair—and he feels that in making this ex- 
pression he but eehoes the experience of nearly 
every one of his predecessors—had no conception 
of the difficulties incident to the office of Speak- 
er. AgainI thank yOu: and whenIsay that I 
but feebly express my tpolings. Never io my life, 
no matter what may beitsfuture, can I expect 
to attain to so high an offices as that which I owe 
to your kindness, to your considerauion, to your 
partiality. In iaying dewn that office the great- 
est gratification that could be afforded me is the 
evidence in this resolution that Mhavo discharged 
the duties of the place, in some degree, at least 
to the satisfaction of those gentiemen ta whom 
owe the office and to those gentiemen on the 
other side who have always extended to me the 
utmost courtesy and kindness. 

A resolution was then adepted toward a fur- 
ther demonstration of good wili, thanking 
Mr. Peareon of Ohio, Cheirman of’ the Coiwn- 
mittee on Enrolicd Bills, for the successful 
mannet in which he had performed his ardu- 
ous duties, after which the Speaker announced 
the appointment of ‘Messrs, Cuiberson (Dem., 
Tex.)

lowered, and amid cheers and cat calls from 
the galleries, a rush was made for the doors. 
But from the press gallery came the sound 
of music. The newspaper correspondents 
were singing the doxology: ‘** Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow.’’ The specta- 
tors paused to listen and applaud, and then 
as the chorus ceased rushed out, and in a few 
moments the hall was deserted. 


CLOSING PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 


Fallure of Attemp s to Pass Bering Sea 
Measares. 

Wasutneton, D. C., March 4.—The Senate 
early this morning passed a number of bills 
that- were objected to, including the following 
House bills: For the relief of Charles Deal and 
for the relief of J. M. Billings; grantinga 
pension to May Jane Lynn; authorizing the 
Lyersbury and Mississippi Railway end Im- 
provement company to bridge the Ohio 
River; for the relief 6f John W. Ken- 
nedy; for the relief of Basil -Moreland; and 
grauting a pension of $20 a month to Mrs. 
Mary E. Wise, widow of Lieut.-Col, F. O. 
Wise. 

On motion of Mr. Platt the House biil was 
passed amending the copyright law by limit- 
ing severity of the penalty imposed .on 
newspapers for unintentionally violating the 
law ia reproducing co pyrighted photographs. 
etc. 

When the Senate reassembled after recess. 
ut 9:10, the Vice-President announced his 
signature to the naval appropriation and the 
deficiency bills. 

Mr. Call of Fierida. made a parting but 
futile effort to iaunch a Senatorial inv« stiga- 
tion of the alleged lottery iniquities in Fior- 
ida. Then the Senators lansed into inaction, 
waiting for the concluding hour to arrive. 

At 10:15 Mr. Voorhees offered a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, for the appointmeat 
of a joint committee of the two Houses to 
wait upon the President and inform hitn that - 
Congress was ready to adjourn. The Vice- 
President named Mr. Voorhees and Mr. 
Sherman as the Senate members of the coin- 
irittee. 

The Bering Sea question made its appearance 
briefly when Mr. Gray (Dem., Dei.) asked 
unanimous consent to take up the bili already 
passed by the House concerning Bering Sed 
reguiations, which he said were essential to 
the preservation of tha fur seals, but Mr. Mor- 
gan (Dem., Aia.), Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on poreian Relations, objected, and the 
bill perished. 

Another phase of the same subject came up 
when Mr. Morgan asked the adoption of a 
pending agreement directing the Foreign 
Relations committee to inquire into tne 
ciaims of Canadian sealers for the seizures of 
vessels. This time it was Mr. Gray’s turn to 
object. 

Bitter Words by Morg in. 

Mr. Morgan thereupon made a pointed 
statercent of the injustice and extravagance 
of the British demands, his service at the 
Paris court of award giving the statement 
special signiticaace. e said the President 
and Secretary of State had urged the pay- 
ment of $425,000, although the claim was 
un justifiable, 4 

Mr. Morrill (Vt.) then presented a graceful 
comp.iment to the Vice-President, who had 
temporarily left the chair, in the form of a 
resolution thanking him for the ability, dig- 
nity, and impartiality with which he had ad- 
ministered the duties of presiding officer. 
There was loud and unanimous adoption of 
the resolution. 

At 11:40, with only twenty minutes roe. 
maining, a joint resolution was passed as a 
compensation to employés A messenger 
dashed away with it in a race to get to the 
White House and secure the President’s sig- 
nature within twenty minutes. 

The thanks of the Senate were expressed in 
a resolution offered by Mr. Manderson for the 
courtesy and impartiality with which Mr. 
Harris bas served as President pro tem. of 
the Senate. Mr. Harris then toek the chair 
and returned his thanks for the flattering 
resolution. : 

At 12,minutes to 12 the last enrolled bill 
was reported to the Senate as signed by the : 
Vice President, but it seemed impossidlé to 
get the Executive signature on tiine. 

Mr. Voorhees and Mr. Sherman, the Senate

MAKE-UP | OF THE OOMMISSION 
QAUSES IRRITATION. 


Fiitt Stands as the Only Representative in 
Congress of the Monest-Money Men= 
President Cleveland Expected to Name 
Delegates Distasteful to the 16-to-1 
AdvocatesCongressmen- Elect Cheated.

There is a good deal of dissatisfaction on both 
sides over the makeup of the proposed 
monetary commission as provided for by the 
silver men in Congress.

Aagry a: the Silver Men. 


The opponents ot unlimited silver coinage 
are naturally exceedingly angry at the man- 
ner in which the silver men had attempted to 
hog the conference, and they insist that Pres- 
ident Cleveland has no alternative now but to 
appoint three straightout honest money advo- 
cates and as all six of the men selected by Con- 
gress are froin the South and West the bank- 
ers of New York, Philadelphia, and Boston 
will have to look to tlie President alone for 
representation. 

The Far West silver men are disappointed 
and angry with Speaker Crisp for ignoring 
them entirely. Senator Teller of Colorado 
is, therefore, the only representative of that 
section of the country which haga direct in- 
terest in silveras a mining product. Jones 
of Arkansas is the author of the bill, which 
held tne fort for one day in the Senate and 
which was finally. repudiated by the 
Rocky Mountain silver men because it 
did not go to the full extent of free 
coinage, and gave the government all the 
profit instead of the mine-owners. Danie! is 
from Virgivia and treads in Jones’ footsteps, 
Speaker Crisp and Representative Culberson 
are from the South. They want cheap 
mnoney, but they don’t care a tinker’s solder- 
ing iron for the Western miners since the 
last election. Hitt of lilinois, the diplomat 
and. experiented statesman, is for honest 
money. 

So the situation in the conference. if it is 
ever called, is likeiy to becurious, The dyed- 
in-the-wool, irreconcilabie, mine-owing, 16- 
to-l-or-nothing crowd have but a single repre- 
sentative in the United States delegation. 
Senator Teller is a forceful man, and hag a 
private mine of financial information, but he 
has only one vote.

BARRING OUT THE FOREIGN LOTTERIES. 


Sweeping and Stringent Measure Is Ap- 
proved by the Président. 

‘Wasninetox, D.'C., March 4,—The last 
measure signed by the President today and 
one in which a great deal of interest has been 
taken is the ‘‘anti-lottery bill.”’

In the closing hours of Congress a bill passed 
both Houses and before noon had been ap. 
proved by the President which will bring re. 
lief to the minds of newspaper managers the 
country over, for -it will release them from 
the danger of incessant blackmailing at the 
bands of unscrupulous and designing persons, 
This relief comes in the shape of an amend. 
ment to the existing copyright law, which, 
while intended only to prevent international 
stealing of engravings and other works of art, 
has been used to harass and annoy innocent 
publishers. | 

Under the old law the person who either 
innocently or otherwise reproduced a copy. 
righted picture of any description was liable 
to a penalty of $1 for every copy found in 
his possession. Of course this was intended 
to apply only to persone reproducing engruv. 
ings or other pictures and selling them in sin- 
gie sheets. A fineof $1 for each sheet so 
sold was not excessive, but unfortunately 
some lawyers acting in the interest of 
unserupulous clients construed this to include 
newspapers in such a way that the penalty 
would be $1 for each copy of the paper run 
off the presses. Under this construction news- 
papers which innocently printed copyrighted 
pictures were sued for amounts equal in each 
case to their total circulation, while the copy. 
right infringed upon may not have beea 
worth a Chinese cent with a hole in it, 


Newspapers Victimized. 


Newspapers from New York to San Fran. 
cisco began to complain of the law which 
was bringing on them a flood of blackmailing 
suits, one publication being defendant in a 
suit for $815,000, when the picture inno- 
cently copied was notoriously worthless, 
Congress was appealed to in behalf of the 
newspaper press of the United States and a 
bill was introduced in the House by Mr, 
Covert of New York. This amended the old 
copyright law so as to make the pen- 
alty double the value of the 
picture or thing infringed upon. Subse. 
quently it was decided, on representations by 
the Copyright League and proprietors of 
illustrated magazines, to make the penalty 
sufficiently large to discourage unscrupulous 
newspapers from stealing copyrighted pict- 
ures, and at the same time to relieve honest 
newspapers froin biackmailing suits by put. 
ting a limit to the amount which might be 
recovered. The bill, ag it became a law, is as 
follows: 

Sec. 4,965—If any person, after the recording 
of the title of any map, chart, dramatic or masi- 
cal composition, print, cut, engraving or photo- 
graph, or chromo, or of the description of any 
painting, drawing, statud, statuary, or model, or

trial ordered. ‘The plaintiffs were in-

- the Indianapolis National Bank, to wreck that 


institution in 1893, and upon trial were found 
guilty as charged, and appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. The opinion was delivered by 
Mr. Justice White, who discussed among 
other questions those of the presumptions of 
innocence. Especial atténtion was given to 
the false entries charged to have been made 

«in the books of the bank in the interest of the 
Coffins. It was held that the makiug of a 
false entry was a concrete offense, which was 
not committed where the transaction entered 
actually took place and was entered exactly 
gs it occurred. 

The court handed down a decision in favor 
of Pullman’s Palace Car company in a litiga- 
tion with the Metropolitan Street railway 
company. Fifty thousand dollars’ worth of 
fine street cars have been lymg ina barn in 
Kansas City for eight years unused and un- 
claimed, both parties refusing to touch them. 
Ia 1887 the Pullman company built fer the 


* defendant twenty-five street cars for opera- 


tion in Kansas City at $2,000 each, Part of 
the cars were inspected in Chicago and the 
reat were ordered sent to Kansas City when 
finished. This was done, but on their arrival 
the street car company refused to accept 
them, declaring that the brakes were not 
made in conformity with the contract. Suit 
was brought by the Pullman company in 
Kansas City for the purchase price, which is 
now allowed with interest by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

In the case vf one Grimme, convicted in 
Missouri for dealing in obscene pictures, the 
eoyrt held that decoy letters were both moral- 
ly and legally justifiable in obtaining evidence 
against lawbreakers. 

Thedlecision of the Circuit Court for the 

District of Massachusetts on the case of the 
National Cash Register company against the 
Boston Cash Indicator and ‘Record company 
was reversed, thé opinion by Justice Brown 
holding that the defendant’s machine is an in- 
faingement upon the National cash register. 
* The Arkansas law of 1887 limiting passen- 
ger fare to three cents a mile and fixing a 
penalty of $300 for each overcharge was sus- 
tained. 

The court overruled the decision of the 
United States Circut Court for the Southern 
District of I!linoig in the case of the Citizens’ 
Savings'and Loan Association of Cleveland, 
O., against the County of Perry, IIl., on rail- 
road aid bonds. The lower court decided the 
bonds were invalid, but the Supreme Court 
declares they are vaiid and remands the case 
to the lower court, with the order to render

Attorneys for the Ex-Bankers Ask Judge 
freeman to Decide the Indictment 
Void=Defects Are Alleged=Principal 


ment Fails to Set Forth That the 
Meadowcroft Brothers Were Insolvent 
as an Firm June 3, 1893. 


Judge Freeman will render his decision at 
2 o’clock this afternoon on »the moiion to 
quash the indictment upoh which Frank R.

Argu- 
ments on this motion consumed the entire 
day yesterday. The jury was excluded at 
the opening of court, and Attorney 
Arthur Eddy, for the defense, filed a 
motion asking that the indictment be 
quashed because of several alleged defects.

Brentano, before whom the Meadowcroft 
brothers were tried and convicted last fall.

third will be equally divided into dressing. 

The peculiarity 
of the idea is that the two dressing-rooms will 
be at opposite ends of the long porch, so that 
the building will have the appearance of two 
small structures joined and surrounded by 
large verandas.

The plan was originated by Gold- 
win Starrett, the architect, upon whom de- 
volved the task of constructing a handsome 
club-house at a minimum of expense. The ac- 
companying cut gives a fair idea of the club- 
house, except that the veranda roof will be 
carried clear around the structure, and large 
flagpoles will be run up from each of the 
dressing-rooms, 


Origin of the Club. 


The Kenwood Country club, which has 
sprung into existence during the last few 
months, has its origin in the geeds of the 
community. Fora time these needs were 
supplied by the Kenwood Tennis club, but 
when that organization disbanded a year or 
two ago on account of its inability to secure 
suitable grounds Kenwood and vicinity were 
left without a place for outdoor recreation. 
mgr renin eo necessity of a club of this kind 
a dozen Kenwood men put their heads to- 
gether and asa resuit of their planning the 
present club has been organized. The 
great difficulty was to secure suita- 
ble grounds, and this proved a well nigh 
insurmountable obstacle until Marshall 
Field offered a square block of land at Drexel 
boulevard and Fifty-seventh street, free of 
charge, to be used until such a time as he 
may wish to sell, Thus provided witha fine 
piece of property it was comparatively easy 
to comp'ete the organization ofa club. The 
names of those who wished to join came in 
so fast that the limit of membership was three 
times raised to accommodate the great num- 
ber of applicants.

PLANS OF TEMPORARY POSTOFFIOE, 


Postmaster Hesing Forwards the Draw- 
ines to Washington. 

Postmaster Hesing has forwarded to Wash- 
ington plans for the arrangement of the tem- 
porary Postoffice on the Lake-Front. They 
provide for the use of the ground floor for all 
the departmente of the Postoffice, giving 
ample corridor room and easy access to the 
stamp, money order, box delivery, and regis- 
try divisions. The arrangements for loading 
and unloading mail wagons permit the work 
to be carried on under cover with the least 
possible triction. On the second floor the 
Postmaster suggests the placing of his own 
office and those of the railway service and 
postal inspectors. Only one of the stations 
has completed its report of the weighing and 
counting of the mail last week. It will be 
several days before all of the stations and the 
main office have completed their reports for 
tabulation. In addition to counting all the 
pieces of mail and weighing them the Post- 
master has provided for the tabulation of 
all mail by ciasses originating in each office 
or station, with the amount received from the 
main office, The number of pieces delivered 
will be ascertained and the keeping of a sepa- 
rate account for each delivery collection 
will be arranged for.

Some Caloulation on the Improvement In 
Earnings Which May Be Expected 
When Horses Are All Replaced with 
Electricity — City Railway Declines= 
Earnings of the Alley Elevated=Reor- 


Gold Exporting Point, 


The North Chicago Street railroad com pany 
yesterday started up four of its new electric 
lines. Its entire electric system is being rap- 
idly completed, and, in short, the 100 miles 
of lines which the company was operating by 
horses a year ago will be converted into elec- 
tric lines. Some exceedingly optimistic cal- 
culations are being made by people familiar 
with the position of the company. Judging 
from the improvement which has been shown 
by electric iines which have already been 
started, it is calculated that there will be an 
increase of at least 50 per cent in the traffic 
on those lines where the motive power has 
beeu changed from horses toelectricity. In the 
report of the North Chicago road for 1894 
details of the division of the business 
between the cable lines and the horse car lines 
wore not given, but as’ the proportion probably 
did not vary materially from the preceding year, 
some calculation can be made from the figures 
of 1893 which will throw light on the probable 
improvement to result from the adoption of elec- 
tricity. Just about one-third of the total busi- 
ness of the company was done by the horse car 
lines. But it has cost practically as much to do 
that business as it has to do twice the amount 
with the cable. The receipts of the cable lines 
were #1,.980,000 and of the horse car lines 
$1,032,000, while the expenses of the cable were 
$711,000 and the expenses of the horse car lines 
$701,000. If there should bo’ an increase of 50 
per cent in the traffic of the horse car lines owing 
to the introduction of electricity those lines 
would earn, say, $1,550,000 at an expense 
of, say, $750,000, making their net earn- 
ings $800,000, against $330,000 when 
operated by horses. It is safe to say, 
if this basis of calculation is at all correct, that 
there will be an increase in the’ net earnings of 
the company as a result of the adoption of elec- 
tricity of something considerably over $400.000. 
As this is not going to be offset by elevated roads 
cutting into the company’s territory, and as 
there are likely to be a number of unusual at- 
tractions on the North Side which will increase 
the transient business, it would seem as if the 
outlook forthe company & certainly satisfactory. 
There is practically no speculation in North Side 
stock. It has come tobe almost as strictly an

‘The rest is 
largely held by ‘other officials. Though the 
Bowery has not cut much of a tigure of late 
years in New York business it has written ex- 
tensive lines throughuut the West.

that the apparent despoliation of a high-class 
shoe store that followed what was evidently a 
signal for a general assault, was the 
bold\;work of a large number of swell folk 
who had followed the Count and Countess as 
they left the domicile, also that the fusillade 
of unmatched foot gear was followed bya 
quite plebeian shower of rice that deluged 
the dignified retreating couple who were soon 
under cover of a carriage and were speedily 
dtiven to the Grand Central Railway Station. 

It wasall simply a detail of a marriage 
ceremony that had been celebrated a few 
hours previously, whereby Miss Anra Gould 
had become the Countess de Castellane, an 
event that hus occupied the attention of New 
York for many weeks and that has fairly turned 
the heads of many who have been  asso- 
ciated with it or who expected to participate.

BOBBED OF SAVINGS BY TORTURE. 


Farmer and Wife Held Over Flames 
Ohio to Win Their Secret, 

Totepo, O., March 4.—[Special. ]}—Jacob 
Shonbrick is a wealthy old German farmer, 
who lives near the Michigan line, some forty 
miles northwest of Toledo. Late Saturday 
night four masked men forced an entrance to 
the house, bound and gagged his wife, his 
two daughters, anda young son, and then 
ordered him at the point of a revolver to dis- 
close the hiding place of his money, which 
was known to be in the house. He refused to 
give any information. 

The robbers then built a tire in the old-fasb- 
ioned cook stove and, lifting the lids, carried 
him to it and held his feet and legs over the 
flames. He atill refused to tell the where- 
abouts of any money. He was again held 
over the flames, when he weakened and told 
the men to look under the carpet in the bed- 
room where the old couple slept. There they 
found some $1,150 in bills. The men insist- 
ed there was more money in the house and 
proposed to have it. The eld man was again 
tortured until he fainted. 

Then his wife was treated ina similar way. 
At first, although in terrible suffering, she de- 
nied any knowledge of the hiding-place of 
any more money. Again they lifted her over 
the fire, when she screamed that she would 
tell them. She was already so badly burned 
she could not walk. They carried her, under 
her direction, to the cellar, where she pointed 
out a barrel of meat and told them to move it. 
Under this nearly $5,000 in coin, mostly 
gold, wasfound in a cioth bag. Dropping 
her on the cellar floor the robbers fled. 

The story leaked out through the 12-year- 
old son, who tolda neighbor. The old man 
will not talk, and the rumor is that the leader 
of the gang wasa man who is acquainted 
with the details of a crime in Shonbrick’s his- 
tory, and that the latter fears to make any 
efforts towards apprehending the criminals 
for fear of his own safety. 


REFRIGERATION BY A PIPE LINE, 


Chicago Man Gets a Comprehensive Fran- 
chise at Fulton, IIL 

Fuuton, Ill., March 4.—|Special Corre- 
spondence, |—B. L. Arbecam of Chicago is 
in this city looking after the interests of the 
Fulton Pipe Line Service company, which 
last February was granted a franchise to con- 
struct, maintain, and “operate works for the 
production of gases of various kinds; also the 
right of way on all the. streets, avenues, al- 
leys, and public places in the city for the pur- 
poses of placing and maintaining mains and 
branches for the gases manufactured by the 
works to the resideices ‘ind business houses 
of the city. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to begin the construction of works for 
the manufacture of illuminating and fuel gas 
and to establish a syatem of refrigeration for 
preserving and fire protection. He says 
it is proposed to furnish refrigeration to the 
citizens of Fulton through underground pipe 
lines in the same way water and gas are sup- 
plied. This refrigeration can be used to take 
the’ place of ice in refrigerators; also to cool 
the attnosphere of a room andto extinguish 
fire. He says it will be supplied with equip- 
ments that will enable the consumers to main- 
tdin any temperature that may be desired. 
The company wiil also operate large chem- 
ical works and will make Fulton a charging 
station for a transcontinental line of refriger- 
ator cars, Mr. Arbecam says he hopes to have 
the works in operation by Aug. 1, 1895, and 
that when completed they will be the largest 


in the world, employmg from 800 to 1,000 


men. The cost of the works will be between 
$100,000 and $150,000.

W. 0. COUP DIES AT JAOKSONVILLE. 


Eventful Life of the Veteran Showman and 
Former Partner of Barnam.,. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fia., March 4.—[Special. ]— 
W. C, Coup, the veteran showman. died here 
today at St. Luke’s Hospital of pneumonia. 
; [W. C. Coup was born in Washington, Davis 
County, Pa.,in 1837. The first business he en- 
gaged in was that of a side-show talker for the 
abie circos and menagerie in 1858. He was 
next employéd with the Harry Buckley circus. 
and while so engaged invented and introduced 
the concert under a tent, which has been such a 
promeates feature of every circus since. After 
ing employed with the Yankee Robinson circus 
and a circus owned by himself and Dan Castello 
he launched out on the greatest venture of his 
life. He visited Barnum, who was then conduct- 
ing only a hall and museum, and induced him to 


go in with him and Castello in a traveling circus 
and menagerie called the ‘*Greatest Show on 
Earth. his engagement lasted from 1871 to 


1875, and Coup retired from it worth $250,000. 
Soon afterward Mr. Coup built the New York 
Aquarium, at Broadway and Thirty-seventh 
street, and ran it until 1881. This was a failure, 
and he lost in it everything but his $10,000 resi- 
dence. © then sold this property and invested 
in somé trained horses and Japanese features, 
calling the show an Equicurriculum. This turned 
out well, and in a year or two he cleared $125,- 
000. | But immediately afterward he_ started 
Coup’s Hippodrome, which is said to have been 
a larger affair than Barnam’s. In this enterprise 
he lost every cent he had in the world, and he 
never recovered his former financial ition. 
His business of late year; has been traveling with 
some trained horses, which, however, he does not 
own. Mr. Coup has led an adventurous life and 
has been at work for a year past on an auto- 
piography, which is now nearly ready for the 
press.

PROF, MOORE A LITTLE DOUBTFUL. 


It May Be Warmer Today=Weather Maps 
Badly Tangied Up. 

Prof. Moore says there is a possibility of 
wariner weather today and tonight, but he will 
promise nothing definite. The weather map 
is in a bad tangle of warm and co'd areas in 
all directions except in the East, where the 
blizzard is spreading out toward the Atlantic 
coast.

Tue number of wrecks at sea and the con- 
sequent losa of life in Jacuary and February 
of this year were unprecedented. During 
those two months 75 vessels, including 28 
schooners, 17 steamers, 14 sloops, 5 barges, 
3 barks, 3 brigs, 2 barkentines, 2 ships, and 
~ 1 pilot boat, were wrecked, with a total joss of 
1,190 lives. Over half of these losses, or 669 
lives, were occasioned by seven disasters— 
viz.: Steamer ElbesQ@32; steamer Port Nic- 
theroy, 120; ferry boat ‘Terciera, 100; 
steamer Kingdon, 40; steamer Chicora, 26; 
steamer Initrahull, 26, and steamer Nord- 
gee, 25.

BOODLE ORDINANCES ARE APPROVED. 

It is plain now that Mayor Hopkins was in 
earnest in his statement that he would not 
run again for Mayor, If he had the remotest 
idea of*being a candidate he would not have 
dared to act as he did last night, knowing 
that his defiance of public sentiment must be 
followed by inevitable defeat. Last night the 
Mayor presided himself. He did not give up 
his seat to Ryan or McGillen, but carried out 
in person the program which had been pre- 
pared carefully for the cccasion. 

First he informed the Council that be had 
approved the Ogden gas ordinance. He said 
that if there were suspicious circumstances 
connected with its paseage it‘ was for the 
voters and not for him to pass on the motives 
of Aldermen. He admitted that it was not 
known who was behind this ordinance, but 
on a previous occasion, said he, responsible 
citizens had turned out to be the sponsors 
of a gas ordinance, and it was pos- 
sible that that might happen in this 
instance. But the burden of his song was 
that this basf&rd ordinance whose fathers 
have not yet dared to acknowledge it was 
an attack on the old gas companies controlled 
now by the Standard Oil company, and that 
an attack on such a gigantic inter-State trust 
was meritorious whether the people got 
cheaper gas or not. Then, drawing his in- 
spiration from the resolutions presented by 
Tommy Morgan at the Socialist meeting Sun- 
day, hedenounced the ‘* moneyed princes who 
pose as reformers.”’ 

Taz Trisuns said two days after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance that it was not put 
through for the purpose of giving the people 
cheaper gas, but so that it might be ascer- 
tained whether the Standdrd Oil company 
was or was not of a yielding Wisposition. If 
‘it ie it will buy this ordinance on™terms that 
will yield a profit to its ostensible aiid real 
owners. If it is not prepared to compromise 
there will be some ripping up of streets and 
a bluff at the erection of ges works. But no 
cheap gas will be furnished by the Ogden 
company. He who says there will be lies for 
the fun of lying or for another reason. 

Then the Mayor proceeded to state that he 
had some objections to the Cosmopolitan 
electric light ordinance, which would be re- 
moved by the adoption of the amendments he 
submitted. These amendments were read 
hastily. In accordance with the prearranged 
plan the previous question was mo’ed by Mc- 
Gillen, the roll was called by the cierk, and 
’ the ordinance rushed through. The minority 
members were not allowed to say a word or 
to offer an amendment. They were most 
effectually puzzled. by the cordial codpera- 
tion of the Mayor andthe gang Aldermen. 
Then, having finished its work, the Council 
adjourned. 

The first act in this little drama which was 
-played a week ago Monday night was dis- 
graceful enough. The second one’ was in- 
finitely moreso. On the first occasion the 
Mayor called Ryan to the chair to see that the 
program of the gang was carried out. Last 
night the Mayor of the city attended to the 
job himself, and confirmed the worst suspi- 
cions which have been entertained concerning 
him, Everything indicates that he was in the 
scheme from the beginning. 

The paper which he read to the Council was 
the work of an oily hypocrite and a canting 
demagogue. “He glorified himself. as a re- 
former and referred to the vetoes which Harry 


* Rubens wrote for him ‘as evidence of it. His 


real love for reform, if he ever had any, 
seems to have disappeared with the Novem- 
ber election, which showed him that his cake 
was dough politically and that it was useless 
for him to dream of reélection. Had there 
been any hope for him he would not have 
sneered at the petition of the largest and 
most earnest meeting that has been held 
here for years.

PROPERTY-OWNERS AND MUNICIPAL 
FRANCHISES, 

There is no reason to expect that the voters 
of Chicago will reform the Council in the im- 
mediate future so that a majority of the Al- 
dermen will be honest men. Even if some of 
the worst of the boodlers are defeated next 
month some rascals will be returned from the 
tough wards, and they, with boodle hold- 
overs, will controi the Council for the coming 
year. And it is not safe to say that the Coun- 
cil will be a moral body in 1897 or even in 
1898. 

What is needed is present security. There 
ougbt to be an assurance that no more biack- 
mail or boodle franchises wiil be passed be- 
tween now and the time when the Council is 
reformed, or there will be little left to steal. 


@ Therefore the people, while looking forward 


hopefully to the time when Aldermen will not 
be thieves; ought to turn to the Legislature for 
relief against spoliation in the meanwhile 
That relief lies in limiting the power of the 
Council to grant franchises. 

There is before the General Assembly a bil! 
for a new city charter, one of tne features of 
which is the limitation in question. But no 
one has the least idea that that bill will pass, 
It contempldtes too many and: too radical 
changes. Therefore the special reform de- 
sired must be secured through a separate law. 

There are two amendments to the present 
charter, one of which may stop the stealing of 
franchises. ‘Che other one certainly will. If 
the veto of the Mayor is made absolute then 
he can defeat a boodle ordinanve, even if it 
gets the vote of sixty-eight Aldermen. And 
so long as the city has an incorruptible 
Mayor no bad measure can get through. 
But if he were given that power 
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withstand temptation. how: and then the 
voters will make a mistake. 

The other and safer plan ig to 
principle which bas long been fn force as re- 
gards street and elevated’ railroads, The 
Council cannot grant a franchise to one of 
these corporations without the consent of a 
majority of the ftontage on the street. Pass 
a aw providing that no corporation shall be 
given a franchise which will permit it to rip 
up the pavement of any street without the 
previous consent of a majority of the front- 
uge. The property-owners paid- for putting 
that pavement down. They will be taxed to 
repiace it when it is wern out. They ought to 
be asked to give their consent when it is pro- 
posed to shorten the life of the pavement by 
digging up the street. 

If the charter were changed in this respect 
persons who wanted to get a gas franchise 
would not begin operations as they do now, 
by going to boodle Aldermen and paying 
them so much apiece for an ordinance. They 
would begin with the property-owners, where 
they ought to begin. They would say they 
wanted’ to furnish gas at prices lower than 
those charged now. Then the property-owners 
could figure out whether what they would 
gain in that way would compensate them for 
the injury to their pavements and their busi- 
ness. If they decided in the affirmative they 
would give their consent. If they decided not 
to give it no one should be authorized to give 
it for them. 

By combining both these methods most ex- 
cellent results will be secured. If nothing 
can be done without the approval of a ma- 
jority of the property-owners and of the 
Mayor very few bad ordinances will pass. 
But if the Legislature will simply give to the 
property-owners an opportunity to protect 
their own interests the ax will be put to the 
root of the tree. Had 
necessity of getting the approval of the front- 
age-owners the Council would have passed 
scores of elevated railroad ordinances cover- 
ing every street in the city. Apply that same 
principle to other franchises and it will not be 
necessary to.hoid any more Central Music 
Hall mass-meetings to ask the Mayor to veto 
robber ordinances such as those passed a 
wéek ago Monday. :

AMENDING THE LIBEL LAW. 

The bill to amend the libel law of this State 
so far as newspapers are concerned will come 
to a final vote in the House tomorrow or 
Wednesday. In its present form itis as follows: 

In any action brought for the publication of a 
libel, in any newspaper in this State, the plaintiff 
shall recover only actual damages, if it shail ap- 
pear at the trial of such action that such publica- 
tion was made in good faith and that there were 
reasonable grounds for believing that the state- 
ments set forth in such publication were true, 
and that its falsity was due to mistake or misap- 
prehension of the facts, and that in the next two 
regular issues of said newspaper, after such mis- 
take or misapprehension wag brought to the 
knowledge of the publisher or publishers of such 
newspaper, a correction or retraction was pub- 
lished in as conspicuous a manner and place in 
said newspaper as was the libel 

No exemplary or punitive damages shall be re- 
covered in any action brought for the publication 
of a libel in amy newspaper in this State unless 
the plaintiff shall, before bringing suit, give 
notice in writing to the defendant to publish a 
retraction or correction of the libel, and shall be- 
fore bringing suit allow the defendant a reason- 
able time in which to publish such a retraction 
or correction. Proof of publication of such re: 
traction shall be admissible in evidence, uncer 
the general issue, in mitigation of damages and 
in evidence of the good faith of the defendant, 
provided that the retraction or correction shall 
be published in as conspicuous a manner and 
place in said newspaper as was the libel. 

Provided that the provisions of this act shal! 
not apply to the case of any libel against any 
candidate for a public office in this State, unless 
a retraction to the charge is made editorially in 
a conspicuous manner at least ten days before 
the election. 

It will be seen that a - plaintiff cannot re- 
cover more than actual damages unless he 
has notified the publisher that a libelous 
statement has been printed concerning him 
and the publisher has failed to print conspicu- 
ously a correction in the two following issues 
of his paper. But no matter how many cor- 
rections the publisher may print, with or with- 
out notice on the part of the plaintiff, the 
latter’s right to recover actual damages ts 
not affected in the least. The medsure of 
those dainages will continue to be fixed by 
the jury after having heard the evidence. 

The jury can exercise its own uncontrolled 
judgment as tothe amount of damages, It 
can compensate the pla intiff for the injury to 
his business, his character, or his feelings. 
And if the publisher, after having been noti- 
fied or having learned in some other way that 
he has libeled some one, fails to make proper 
correction, then the jury can impose ex- 
emplary or punitive damages, for there will 
be good reason then to believe that the pub- 
lisher was actuated by malice. 

The bill is designed to put newspapers on 
an equal foot with other defendants in 
damage suits, That is fair. The law has 
been changed thus in several other States, It 
has worked well in all of them. Not a com- 
plaint has been made in one of them that any 
person has been injured thereby. This 
measure is one which the House should. pass 
as soon as it comes up on third reading, and 
the Senate should not hesitate to concur in 
its action.

THE DEATH OF THE FIFTY-THIRD CON- 
GRESS, ! 

Yesterday the Fifty-third Congregs expired. 
Almost its only mourners are those Senators 
and Representatives, chiefly Democrats, who 
failed of reélection and whose salaries have 
come toanend, and those lobbyists, claim 
agents, and Treasury raiders of all classes 
who believed that if this Congress had lived 
a few days or hours longer they might have 
got their measures through, The grief ofa 
few of these outgoing Congressmen is lessened 
by the fact that the President has kindly con- 
sented to provide for them for the next two 
years. But the means at his disposal are lim- 
ited and most of the victims of the popular 
indignation ef 1894 will haveto earn their 
own living. 

The Fifty-third Congress will live long in 
the memories of the American people as a 
** horrible example’? of Democratic govern- 
mental incapacity. “That party had an over- 
whelming majority in the House and smal! 
majority in the Senate. It had a President 
of its own. The day after the election of 
1892 the Democrats began bragging of the 
record their Congress was going to make. It 
had been elected ons. platform wherein the 
party promised to passa tariff bill which 
should impose duties producing revenue, but 
not giving ‘protection. It promissed to ad- 
minister the affairs of the government hon- 
estly and economically. It promised “ safe- 
guards of legislation" to insure thejmainte- 
nance of the parity of gold and silver. It also 
+. Yay the repeal of the Federal election 


The Democrats proclaimed that their Von- 
gress would do all these and many other good 
things ; that it would give the country a degree 
of prosperity it never had enjoyed before, and 
that it would go down to history as the Great 
and Good Congress. It has ended its career 
and willbe known aa one of the most dis- 
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tection, but it passed one* which cit ‘down 
protection so much thatevery interest was 
affected, Last November its handiwork was 
repudiated with singular unanimity. 

Although appealed to by the President time 
and again for ‘‘safeguards of legislation” to 
maintain the parity of the silver money of the 
country it did nothing except to stop the pur- 
chase of silver, and that would not have been 
done but for Republican votes. To all en- 
treaties for legislation relative to the sale of 
bonds the Fifty-third Congress turned a deaf 
ear. It would not provide the government 
with sufficient revenue to make it unnecessary 
to use the proceeds of bond sales to pay cur- 
rent expenses, It acted in sucha way as to 
shake American credit at ‘home and abroad. 
In spite of the promise that it would give the 
country an honest and economic administra- 
tion it becamea billion doilar Congress, al- 
though the sources of revenue had been dried 
up in part and rigid economy had become as 
necessary for the Nation as for individuals. 

About the only one of the pledges of the 
national platform which this Congress has 
kept was in regard to the repeal of the Feder- 
al election laws. It did wipe from the statutes 
every act which had been passed to guarantee 
the right of American citizens to vote at Fed- 
eral elections and have their votes honestly 
counted, But the party which was pledged to 
the admission of New Mexico and Arizona as 
States failed to keep its promise. 

The deceased Congress was pledged to pass 
laws against trusts if needed. It passed none, 
but it came very near passing a law permit- 
ting the railroads to form a gigantic trust for 
the purpose o/ plundering the people by ex- 
acting higher freight rates. It was pledged 
to secure freer foreign inarkets and enlarged 
exchanges, It legisiated in such a manner 
as to deprive this country of the profitable 
market it had in the West Indies and as to 
give Germany and other European countries 
an excuse for shutting out American meats 
and other products. The farmers and the 
stock raisers have been the victims of the 
Fifty-third Congress. which they were told 
was going to do so much for ther. 

It is true that there were many bad things 
which that Congress might have done, but 
which it did not do—partly for lack of time. 
It is true also that it gave Chicago a new 
government building, which ought, however, 
to have been attended to by its predecessor. 
But taking all things into consideration it is 
difficult to find in American history a Con- 
gress which began with such high expecta- 
tions on the part of the political organization 
which controlled it and which after disap- 
pointing those expectations us signally, came 
toan inglorious end. It will be known as the 
Democratic Calamity Congreas. 


INTERNATIONAL MONEY CONFERENCE. 

Congress has adopted the measure provid- 
ing for participation by the United States in 
an international monetary conference. Nine 
delegates from this country are to attend it, 
three of whom are to be chosen by the Rresi- 
dent and three by each House of Congress. 
The Senate has selected threa rock-rooted 
silver men—Jones of Arkansas, Daniel of Vir- 
ginia, and Teller of Colorado. Speaker 
Crisp will head the House delegation. He is 
a free silver man, and, doubtless, at least one 


| of the two delegates to be chosen by him will 


be what isimproperly called “a friend of 
silver.’’ Hence, even if all three of the gen- 
tlemen to be selected by President Cleveland 
are in favor of real bimetailism it may be ex- 
pected that a majority of the American dele. 
gates will be opposed to it. 

The attitude of the free silver extremists 
may be understood from the demand made 
by Senator Stewart that the ‘‘ delegates (from 
the United States) shall not agree to any 
ratio of more than 16 parts of silver to 1 like 
part of gold,’”’ and his protest against having 
Congress, by implication or otherwise, com- 
mitted to changing the ratio so as to put more 
silver in a dollar than 16 tol. It is much to 
be feared that, although the Senate did not 
formally indorse his position in this respect, 
those utterances. of his will betaken as out- 
lining the policy to be pursued by the ma- 
jority of the American delegation, and that 
therefore the conference will not accomplish 
what is wished for by the friends of 
real bimetallism. For if they do take 
the ground that 16 ounces of silver 
are of equal value with a single ounce 
of gold none of the European delega- 
tions will agree with them, The statesmen 
and financiers of the Old World know that 
large quantities of silver can be produced at 
a profit of GO cents per ounce in terms of 
gold, and never will agree to have it recog- 
nized as worth $1.29 per ounce in their 
international exchanges. For they believe the 
effect of any such recognition, if it could be 
made, would be simply a driving of gold out of 
circulation by the vastly cheaper silver money, 
and they are not prepared for that. They re- 
gard gold as much the betterof the two 
metals for a standard, if we must have but 
one of them, as would be the case with the 
ratio demanded by the silver extremists, and 
these Europeans would no more think of in- 
dorsing such a claim than they would think of 

committing euvicide at the dictation of the sil- 
ver monometallists in the Uuited States. 

It is possible, if not probable, that if the 
American delegation to the next international 
monetary conference were found to favor 
bimetallism along the lines indicated in both 
the Republican and Democratic national plat- 
forms adopted in 1892 the Europeans would 
be willing to settle down seriously to the ef- 
fort to decide upon some practicable ratio at 
which gold and silver could circulate side by 
side as money in the world’s markets. The 
Republican platform declared for bimetallism 
with such restrictions or regulations as will 
secure the maintenance of the parity of values 
of the two metals, so that the purchasing and 
debt paying .power of tne dollar, whether of 
silver, gold, or paper, shall be at all times 
equal, The Democratic platform demanded 
the use of both gold ana silver ae standard 
money, but under such regulations ae shall 
insure the maintenance of the parity of the 
two metals and the equal power of every 
doliar at ali times in the markets and in the 
payment of debts. Also 1t demanded that the 
dollar unit of coinage of both metals shall be 
of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, or 
be adjusted through international agreement 
or by such safeguards of legislation as shall 
maintain the parity. 

The United States ought to send_to the con- 
ference a delegation the majority of which 
would assert these declarations of principle 
for their own, as representing the two great 
political parties in the United States, and 
therefore representing the wishes of the great 
masé of the American people. They then 
would command a respectful hearing while 
stating their wish that the conference will 
agree upon some practicable ratio on which 
international bimetallism can become an 
acoémplished fact. Taking the extremist 
position the majority of the delegation would 
lay itself open to the most adverse criticiem,

the United States as a nation responsible for 
sending them on such a mission, 


THE GOULD-CASTELLANE NUPTIALS. 

The great social agony is over. Miss Gould 
is now Mrs. Castellane. From being a plain 
though somewhat luxurious citizenness of 
New York she will emerge shortly as a grand 
lady of the Faubourg St. Germain, in which 
capacity she will be the envy of the Four 
Hundred, not one of whom has yet lit on 
so high a perch. It isa rejief that the nup- 
tials are over. There is a satisfaction in it, 
though in a different way, akin to that which 
is felt now that the Fifty-third Congress has 
been finally dispersed and can no longer en- 
gage the attention of the public except as a 
disagreeable reminiscence. Never before 
have the private affairs of an engaged couple 
been so ruthlessly invaded as those of Miss 
Gould and the Count Castellane. Never has 
Jenkins disported himself more brazenly or 
indecently than among the environments of 
this wedding. Never has more cruel criticism, 
even from the pulpit, been made. Never 
have there been such wanton exaggerations, 
such erratic fligbts of fakes, such downright 
lying as has characterized the reports sent 
out from New York. That the public was in- 
terested in this wedding goes without saying, 
for the public is interested in every wedding 
and intensely so when great wealth is married 
to a peculiarly aristocratic title, but that it 
should have been thought necessary to gratify 
this interest by gross seasations, exaggera- 
tions, and falsehoods is not creditable to their 
authors’ honesty and is not a compliment to 
public euriosity, eager as it may have been. 

Much invidious criticism has been passed 
upon the bride because she chose to marry & 
foreign Count and much more. because she 
has settlod a considerable sum of money upon 
him, will take her pot of American gold to 
Paris, and will maintain her husband in lux- 
urious conditions. It is unquestionable that

They 
are all given to luxury, nota man or woman 
of them has ever done a useful thing in or for 
the world. The have nicknamed the bride- 
groom “* powderpuff ’’ without once stopping 
to remember that they are all powderpuffs. 
Tue Trieuve in this business is of the same 
opinion as the Herald of Boston, which says: 
** It is one of the inherent rights of women 
and men of all nations to choose their part- 
ners for life, and when their own families do 
not object it seems to be plain thatit is no- 
body else’s business to interfere.

THE CAREER OF HOWGATE. 

The notorious Capt. Howgate has been ac- 
quitted by a Washington jury of the crimes 
for which he was indicted thirteen years ago. 
The case is a scandalous one from be. 
ginning to end. Howgate robbed the 
Treasury of the , Nation to the extent 
of about $380,000, and it must have 
been through the favor if not the con- 
pivance of others in authority that he aid 
this, since it was notorious that for some 
years previousto his arrest he was spending 
at least ten times the amount of his salary, 
and men in the highest rank “of official life 
were associated with him in his “amuse- 
ments.”” Whilein custody after his arrest 
he enjoyed so many privileges that few well- 
informed persons in Washington Were sur. 
prised on hearing luter that he had escaped 
and the impression prevailed that he was al- 
lowed to go in order that some of those who 
had been associated with him in his prof- 
ligacy might not be compromised by the de- 
velopments certain to come out at the trial. 

It- now is known that for a considerable 
time after his escape he remained near Wash- 
ington, then went to a hotelin Charleston, W. 
Va., where he was seen by persons who re- 
ported the fact to the authorities at the Na- 
tional capital, who for some reason or other 
did not make use of the information. He and 
his paramour were in Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
and New Orleans; also in Nebraska, where 
he invested some money in real estate. He 
traveled freely on the railroads, was a guest 
at well-known hotels, and more than once 
visited Washington, then settled down to the 
proprietorship of a little bookstore in New 
York City. During all this time the govern- 
ment officials acted as if they were unable to 
find him, though a dispatch to the New York 
Times states that the evidence of Gen. A. W.

WEW IRISH LAND BILL IS PASSED. 


John Morley’s Earnest Plea for It Rushes 
It Through Without a Division. 

Loxpos, March 4.—Replying to Sir George 
Baden-Powell in the House of Commons to- 
day Sydney Buxton said that owing toa 
defect in the act of the Canadian Parliament 
confirming the treaty defining the commercial 
relations between France and Canada it was 
yet impossible to exchange its ratifications.

John Morley introduced the new Irish land 
bili. In doing so he said he accepted the declara- 
tion of Unionist belief made by the mem ber for 
South Tyrone, Thomas Wallace Russell, that 
the land question was at-the bgttom of the 
disturbance and ill-feeling in Ireland and that 
Parliament was competent to make such laws 
as the condition of Ireland required. 

The first time the principle that a 
tenant had a right or interest of property in 
his holding as embodied in an act of Parlia- 
ment was in the actof 1870.

LIVES OF MANY BLEOTRIO PATENTS 
DEOLARED AT AN END. 


United States Supreme Court Decides Ad- 
Versely to the Claims of the Bate Ke- 
frigerator Company, Upon the Proving 
of Which the Electrical Companies 
Huped to Retain Their Monopoly of the 
Use of Many Valuable Devices=Nearly 
$600,000.000 of Capital Affected, 

Wasurneton, D. C., March 4.—[Special. ]— 
By the decision of the Supreme Court today 
in the case of the Bate Refrigerator company 
vs. Francis Sulzbacher & Co, the power of 
the greatest monopolies in the United States 
is broken and electrical devices which the 
American Telephone company and the Gen- 
eral Electric company have claimed as their 
own and upon which they have all along been 
collecting royalties are practicaily made free 
to the public. The detision rendered today, 
while it is a case that has nothing to do with 
electrical appliances or inventions, is upon a& 
point the settlement of which decides or 
terminates the life of many of the most val- 
uable patente owned or controlled by the 
electric monopolies. It also disposes of a large 
number of other patents which the public 
hasassumed to have expired under the ruling 
of the lower court, but which would have been 
revived if the decision of the Supreme Court 
in this case had been the other way, and it 
also shortens the life of a great many patents 
which have not yet actually expired. 

This decision virtually terminates the’three 
Edison patents for the carbon transmitter 
owned by the American Beli Telephone com- 
pany, by which it hoped to extend its control 
for twenty-five years more. A considerable 


‘number of broad patents owned by the Gen- 


eral Electric company are also disposed of 
by this decision, including Mr. Edison’s patent 
upon the incandescent lamp, regurding which 
there has been so much litigation, and also his 
patent on the *‘ multiple arc ” system of dis- 
tribution and his patent on the socket for in- 
candescent lamps, which was recently held to 
be valid by Judge Coxe. 
Millions Were Involved. 


Millions of money was involved in the prin- 
ciple. Does a patent right granted in the 
United States expire withthe expiration of 
the foreign patent of shorter term granted be- 
fore the on ted States patent is applied for, 
or does it expire with the foreign patent of 
shortest term granted before the United 
States patent is granted? If the first propo- 
sition were true the Bell Telephone company 
might have gone on with its monopoly until 
1909, the General Electric company had 
many more years of profit, scores of busi- 
ness establishments would lose suits brought 
against them, and hundreds of companies 
that have given up their-royalties because 
they thought their patents had expired could 
enter claim for repayment. Should the sec- 
ond proposition be true, however, the Bell 
telephone monopoly is at an end and the po- 
sition of all the other concerns interested will 
be exactly reversed. Hence this was what the 
Supreme Court of the United States was 
asked to decide on a point raised whether cer- 
tain meat was legally or illegally frozen. 

When the first foreign patents of the Bate 
Refrigerator company expired a number of 
persons began to use its process in part be- 
cause it was supposed that under the law the 
United States patent had expired also. There- 
upon the Bate company began suit on the 
ground that the expiring foreign patent had 
not been granted before but after the United 
States patent had been applied for, and was 
therefore not within the meaning of the law. 


Caused a Great Legal Fight. 


The case involved directly but a small sum 
of money, and the complainants would prob- 
ably have never thought it worth while to 
bring the case toa hearing had it not been 
that the lawyers of the General Electric com- 
pany and the Bell Telephone company dis- 
covered that this case directly involved the 
point in which they were so vitally interested 
and would furnish the earliest opportunity 
of bringing it before the Supreme Court. 
The result was the complainant soon 
found itself represented in court by such em. 
inent ana expensive counsel aa James C, Car- 
ter, James J, Starrow of Boston, counsel] for 
the Bell Telephone company, and ex-Com.- 
missioner of Patents Charles E. Mitchell of 
New York, counsei for the General Electric 
company. No sooner had these eminent: 
counsel put inan appearance than the de- 
fendant, Sulzberger, found himself repre- 
eented by the equally eminent counsel re- 
tained by the Westinghouse Electric coim- 
pany and the anti-Bell telephone interests, 
including Wheeler H. Peckham, Edmund 
Wetmore; Benjamin H. Bristow, and Leonard 
Curtis, all of New York. 

The question was elaborately argued béfore 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Southern 
District of New York. Judges Wailace, Snip- 
man, and Lacombe sitting, but Ahe court de- 
clined to take the responsibilitg-of deciding 
the question and certified itup to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. This court 
treated the case as one of so great importance 
thas it took the unusual course of assigning it 
for hearing some three years in advance of 
the regular.order and also allowing double

‘ Decision of the Court. 


The decision begins with a review of the 
patent laws since the foundation of the gov- 
ernment, tracing minutely the provisions as 
to foreign and domestic patents, It sums up 
the laws thus: 


From this history of the several acts of Con- 
gress relating to patents for inventions it ap- 


pears: 

1. That in all the above acts Congress had in 
mind the date of an application for a patent, the 
date of the filing of specifications, and the date 
of the patent. 

2, That under the act of 1836 a patent could 
not be granted ifit appeared that the applicant 
was not the original and first inventor or dis- 
coverer, orthat any part of that which was 
claimed as new had before been invented or dis- 
covered or patented or described in any foreign 
publication as in use in thisor any foreign cdtn- 
try; yet an original and true inventor was not to 
be deprived ofa patent for his “ invention by rea- 
son of bis having previously taken out letters 
patent therefor in a foreign country, and the 
same having been published at any time within 
six months next préceding the filing of his speci- 
fication and drawings.” 

3. That under the act of 1839 an inventor 
whose invention had not been iutroduced into 
public andcommon use inthe United States 
prior to the application for a patest should not 
be debarred from receiving a patent by reason of 
his invention “ having beep peteaten in a foreign 
country more than six months prior to bis appli-

Our answers, therefore, to the questions carti- 
fied are that the invention far which a United 
States patent to Bate was issued was, under the 
facts stated, “previously patented in a foreign 
country,’ within the mean of those words in 
Sec. 4,887 of the Revised Statutes, and that 
the United States patent to him expired under 
the terms of that section before the expiration of 
seventeon years from its date. 


EFFECT OF THE DECISION ON STOCKS, 


Sharp Decline in New York, but No Ex- 
citement tn Boston, 

New York, March 4.—The mere anticipa- 
tion of the Bate Refrigerator company de- 
cision had a marked effect upen the quota- 
tions of the stocks affected by it, General 
Electric having declined in a short time from 
37 to 29 Saturday. American Beli Telephone 
stock also showed a marked decline, Upon 
the rumor of the decision this morning Gen- 
eral Electric experienced a sharp decline to 
261 and Bell Telephone to 139. 

Boston, Mass., March 4.—The decision in 
the Bate case created no excitementin the 
local stock market. Bell Telephone and the 
other stocks affected closed strong. The only 
explanation is that the decision was anticipat- 
ed and a slump was successfully guarded 
against, 

Pirrssure, Pa., March 4.—Speaking of the 
effect of the Bate decision upon the interests 
of the electrical companies generally, George 
Westinghouse Jr. said today: ‘The contro! 
of one side of the Bate case was secured by 
the General Electric company with the view of 
having the lower court’s decision reversed as to 
the interpretation of the law determining the 
life of American patents. The Westinghouse 
Electric company in self-defense naturnaily 
took the opposite side, and it seems it has been 
successful. It would seem that the General 
Electric company, which has heretofore been 
the aggressor and plaintiff, will now have to 
bend its energies in the direction of protect- 
ing itself from the penalty of its own actual 
infringements.” 


SET-BACK FOR THE BELL OC1OPUS, 


Most Important of the Electrical Com.- 
panies’ Patents Now Free to All. 

An absolute removal of all bars to the use 
of the carbon telephone transmitter, the de- 
struction of exclusive rights to manufacture 
and sell the incandescent light, the denial of 
right, alleged under an Edison patent, to ith- 
pose a royalty upon every street railroad or 
any other enterprise. using electricity for 
power or light, the collapse of claims for roy- 
alties for the use of machinery in the rubber 
industry, and probably in numerous other in- 
dustries, the pro»2able beginning of suits for 
the recovery of royalties paid under pateats 
now decided to have expired—these are some 
of the results of the decision handed down by 
Justice Harlan yesterday in the Bate-Sulz- 
berger case. The Bate-Suizberger case was 
made up in New York by counsel represent- 
ing the American Bell Telephone, the 
General Electric, and the # Western 
Union Telegraph companies on one 
side and the Westinghouse Electric company 
on the other. It was pushed rapidly through 
the lower courts to the Supreme Court. Long 
before it reached that final tribunal copies of 
the pleadings were in the hands ot the Chica- 
go attorneys representing interests whose 
value turned on the great point in the suit— 
namely: the rulmg as to what constitutes the 
life of an American patent. Only one of 
them joined in the suit. This was ex-Solicitor- 
General C, H. Aldrich. He filed a brief for 
M. G. Kellogg, whose litigation with the Bell 
telephone interests has been described in Tux 
Tripung. Mr. Aldrich was absent from the 
city yesterday, but Attorney Charles A. 
Brown, who is probably as will informed as 


| the ex-Solicitor-General, had this to say of 


the decision: 

** The Supreme Court,” said he, ‘affirms 
adl that was claimed by Sulzberger, and 
settles forever what constitutes the life of ‘an 
American patent.

The first prize for school children’s news in 
Tue Tripune Monday was given to an ac- 
count of three mysterious men who had per- 
sistently tried to break into the store of J. T.

ms: , 
Ping at half-mast: The custom of firing a 
flag at half-mast high as a mark of mourning 
and respect arose out of the old navul and 
military practice of lowering the flag in time 
of war as a sign of submission. The van- 
quished always lowered his flag, while the 
victor fluttered his own flag above it from the 
same staff. 

Tolling the church bells: This custom on 
the death of a distinguished person arose out 


>of the passing bell formerly tolled in the 


parish church the moment any member of 
the congregation passed away, to invite the 
prayers of all the other parishioners for the 
re of his soul, and also to drive away 
wicked spirits, who could not bear to hear the 


nd. 

“The black cap: ‘*Why does the Judge in 
§ criminal court assume the black cap when 
pronouncing sentence of death?”’ is a ques- 
tion frequently asked. ‘This is because cover- 
ing the head from the earliest times has been 
regarded as a sign of mourning. Numerous 
examples of this occur in the scriptures. in 
the classics, and in modern literature. ** The 
ancient English,’’ says Dudley Fosbrook, in 
his monumental work on archeology, ‘drew 
their hoods over their heads at funerals.”’ We 
read also in “ Peck’s Dissertata Curiosa,”’ of 
“the congregation, a very great one, sitting 
in the choirto hear the funeral sermon, all 
covered,”’ at the burial of Bishop Cox in Ely 
Cathedral in the year 1581. Not only do the 
Jews keep their hats on their heads at funer- 
als, but in some countries they still wear 
biack caps at weddings in token of mourning 
for the destruction of the Temple.

Books Made of Wood, ~ 

In a retired street of Cassel stands an old- 
fashioned, roomy house, the depository of the 
Natural History Museum of Hessex. The 
most unique and interesting of the various 
collections is the so-called ** Holzbibliothek,”’ 
or library of wood, consisting of 546 volumes 
in folio, octavo, and duodecimo, made from 
trees growing in Wilhelmshohe Park, and 
representing 120 genera and 441 species, On 
the back oi each volume is a’ red morocco 
shield bearing the common and scientific 
nameof the tree, the class and species to 
which it belongs according to Linnzeus, 
specimens of the moss and lichen peculiar to 
it, a bit of the rind or bark, and, if it 
is resinous, a drop or two of the resin. 
upper edge shows the young wd6od cut cross- 
wise to exhibit the rings and pith, while the 
under edge is of old wood, cutin the same 
manner, to illustrate the changes which take 
place inthe texturé as the tree gains in age 
and size. The top cover is of unripe wood, 
in the rough; the under cover is planed 
smooth; the front edge shows polished Grain. 
and aleo the fungi to which the tree is liable 
when in the stages of decay or disease. At- 
tached tothe front edge isa cubic inch of 
mature wood, on whichis noted its specific 
weight when the sapis flowmgin the early 
spring, again in midsummer, and stili again 
when thoroughly dry. 

Under this is given the degree of heat, 
Réaumur and Fahrenheit, obtainable from a 
cubic inch of dry wood in acubic foot of 
space, that given out by the same quantity 
when it becomes a glowing coal, its diminished 
size and weight when charred, and the vrop- 
erties of the tree, together with a description 
of the soil in which it flourishes best. The 
interior of the book, or box, contains a com- 
plete history of the tree, especially of the 
organs of nourishment and [fructification. 
There are capsules with seeds, the germ-bud 
with rootlets and first leaves, a ‘branch 
with’ leaves in various stages of 
development, the flower from the tiny bud 
to the perfect blossom, the fruit from the em- 
bryo to its full maturity, and, last of all, a 
skeletonized leaf. The author of this really 
marvelous work was Carl Schiedbachn, of 
whom little is known save that he was a 
Hessian born, was manager of the menagerie 
at Cassel from 1771 to 1786, was bailiff of 
the domain of Weissenbaden, now Wilhelms- 
hoehe, in 1795, and died in 1816, leaving a 
widow, but no children. The library re- 
mained in Shiedbach’s possession until 1799, 
when it passed into the hands of Landgrave 
William IX. of Hesse, for the consideration 
of a life annuity of about 1,600 marks.— 
Baltimore Sun.

Lacking Existing Inducements the Ton- 
nage Would Not Amount to More than 
One-Half What It Was. a Year Ago= 
Western Passenger Mén Are Still Work- 
ing on a New Agreement and Hope to 
Accomplish Their Object-Aunual Re- 
portof the Pennsyévania, 


Although railroad officials admit the cut- 
ting of rates on traffic from Chicago to the 
East, yet last week’s shipments were uot as 
heavy as for the week previous, East-bound 
through business, however, was only 2,500 
tons less than for the week previous. But for 
the indiscriminate cutting of rates now prac- 
ticed by most of the roads through shipments 
would not be more than one-half of what they 
were at this time last year. As it is now ship- 
ments are about the same; in fact, iast week’s 
through. shipments by the ten east-bound 
roads from Chicago were exactly the same as 
for the corresponding week last year, al- 
though the tonnage carried by each road was 
entirely -different. This is a coincidence 
which has never occurred before and may 
never happen again. 

Provision rates from Chicago to New 
York, it -issaid, are being cut from seven to 
eight cents per 100 pounds, grain about two 
cents, and flour from two cents to three cents 
per 100 pounds. On dairy products and 
other high class freight the cutting is still 
more serious, The road which is said” to be 
more responsible for the present demoraliza- 
tion in east-bound rates is the Lake 
Erie and Western, which is owned and 
controlied by Senator Brice. This road runs 
‘from Peoria to Sandusky and is being fed at 
Peoria by the lowa Central and Jacksonville 
Southeastern, both of which lines have never 
been known to maintaina rate. So long as 
these roads keep up their present tactics there 
is but little chance of enforcing the Cleveland 
agreement. There is too little business to be 
moved to let these * elbow. routes,”’ as they 
are cailed, takeall of it.

WILL NOT ABANDON THEIR EFFORTS, 


Western Passenger Men Still Workiag on 
the New Agreement. 

In spite of all the obstacles encountered 
by the Western passenger traffic officials since 
they commenced the work of organizing a 
new Western Passenger Association with a 
view of bringing about a better mairte- 
nance of rates last November efforts are con- 
tinued with unabating zeal and determina- 
tion to obtain the objects sought for. Hopes 
are still entertained that success will finally 
crown the efforts of the passenger officials, 
and with this ead in view committee meet- 
ings are being held daily to harmonize the 
conflicting interests of the various roads and 
get them to become members of the 
Western passenger agreement. The most 
serious objection of many of the roads 
which thus far have failed to sign the egree- 
ment was the failure to form subcommittees 
or territorial organizations to conduct the 
local business between points in the various 
sections of the country covered by the general 
agreement. A subcommittee appointed by 
the general meeting last week to draw up 
local or sectional agreements held a confer- 
ence at Chairman Caldwelli’s office yesterday 
and agreed to recommend the immediate 
formation of three subcommittees or section- 
al organizations as follows: Eastern commit- 
tee, with headquarters in Chicago, to cover 
all the territory between Chicago aad Mis- 
souri, and also to include ali territory east of 
and including the States of Kansas 
and Nebraska; Western . committee, 
with headquarters at Denver, to cover 
all territory west of Kansas and Nebraska to 
Ogien and Salt Lake City; Transcontinental 
committee, to have charge of all transconti- 
nental through business, with headquarters at 
Chicago. As soonas all the Southwestern 
lines have agreed to join a Southwestern 
committee is alsoto be formed, with head- 
quarters at St. Louis, to cover all business 
from St. Louis southwest to Texas points. A 
dispatch from Los Angeles says the cut in 
overland railroad rates continues. One road 
booked a party to the East. giving each a re- 
bate check for $7.50, which isa raise of 
$2.50 0n the previous cut. The agents of 
both the Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
strenuously deny that tnere is any war. By 
March 15. it is said, the present attempt at 
secrecy will be abandoned and the brass band 
style of drumming up business and letting 
the public know that the scalping knives are 
out will be adopted.

PLANKINTON BANK NEW SENSATION. 


Depositors Make Startling Charges Against 
the Assignee, 

Mriuwavcxeg, Wis.. March 4.—[Special.]}]— 
The depositors of the defunct Plankinton Bank 
are restless at the delay with which the af- 
fairs of that institution are being wound up, 
and steps are to be taken to compel Assignee 
Plankinton to comply with the law in the ad- 
ministration of the trust. It was learned to- 
day that he has not filed a statement of the 
condition of the trust since the, assignment 
was made. The depositors are anxious to 
know what the assignment is costing them, 
but have no way of finding out. Some of 
them threaten to bring suit tor the removal 
of the assignee. The depositors want to know 
why William Plankinton, as assignee of the 
Piankinton Bank, was ordered by the court 
Sept. 21, 1894, on his own petition, to offset 
acilaim of the bank against himself for an 
equal amount of his own claim against the 
bank, thus giving him 106 cents on thedollar 
for $3,000 of his claim instead paying into 
the estate of the bank the $3,000 he owed it 
and getting back 30. or 40 per cent on nis 
claim against the bank, as other creditors do, 
in dribiets of 10 per cent. in the petitaor 
upon which this action of the court was based 
it is set forth that the bank owed William 
Plankioton $17,000 as a result of his havin 
indorsed certificates of deposit in the ban 
for that amount = prior to bank’s failure, 
which he had afterwards been compelled to 
pay. Also that the time for filing 
objections to claims against the bank had ex- 
pired, and no objections had been filed to his 
claim. He received an order of the court to 
offset $3,000 which he owed the bank, against 
an equal amount of this $17,000 claim he 
had acquired against the bank. In the peti- 
tion the allegation is noted that William 
Piankinton owned $4,000 of stock in the 
Milwaukee brass and copper works, only 
$1,000 of which was paid up, and that as the 
company owed the Plankinton Bank a large 
sum Witiiam Piankinton would probably be 
compelled to pay the assignee of the bank 
the other $3,000 of his stock in the brass and 
copper works to satisfy the demands of the 
defunct bank creditors. On the same date in 
the Circuit Court minute book is recorded: 

Petition of assignee and order directing as- 
signee to sellthe claims he holds against . the 
Milwaukee brass and copper works, as prayed 
for in the petition, filed. 

The petition set forth that the Plankinton 
Bank’s claim againet the Milwaukee brass 
and copper works, one of the concerns besides 
the Plankinton Bank of which F. T. Day was 
President, was $97,000, and that the assignee 
had an opportunity to sell the claim for $50,- 
000, of which $20,000 was to be paid in cash 
and the balance, $30,000, to be paid on or 
before Sept. 1, 1895. And the court granted 
the petition and ordered the sale of the claim. 
This was a realization of a trifle over 50 
cents on the dollar of the claim. The depos- 
itors question the propriety of the assignee of 
the bank setting forth the petition for a*com- 
promise of adebt to his assigneeship of a 
concern in which the neue was a_ stock- 
holder and owning unpaid stock. The court 
will be asked to look into the matter and have 
the assignee make a full report.

Markets of the World Offer Reward for 
Extensive Exports of Goods Made in 
the United StatesesJohn BRall’s Trade 
Now Is $900,000,000 a Year, While 
Uncle Sam's Is Only $200,000,000— 
Notable Address Before the Boston 
Boot and Shoe Club, | 

The Boston Boot and Shoe club ata recent 


manulacturers and sellmg agents of rubber 
boots and shoes. 

President A: S. Foster welcomed the guests 
and, as the first speaker, called upon Joseph 
Banigan of Providence, He gave an inter- 
esting account of the ‘history of rubber 
making. The amount shipped in Boston twen- 
ty-seven years ago was only about 500.000 
pounds a year, while in 1894 it was 28,336,- 
000 pounds, amounting to $17,940,000 in 
value. Then there was African rubber, and 
of this, in 1894, 10.486,000 pounds were re- 
ceived, costing $4,462,920. Strange to say, 
0,703,342 pounds of that rubber, so called, 
was nothing but water and mud, and tbat 
water and mud cost $5,396,000. Why shouid 
the United States pay that amount for water 
and mud? Mr. Banigan asked. The rubber, 
the speaker added, had to‘be paid for in En- 
glish money. 

_ The chief address of the evening was de- 
livered by Ulysses D. Eddy of the New York 
Sram of Flint, Eddy & Co. Hespoke as fol- 
ows: 


I have read in a book that an accident on a 
cook stove in a smali house on Staten Island by 
which rubber, sulphur, and heat were brought 
together originated the rubber industry. 

At the beginning it was strictly an American 
manufacture based on American invention and 
developed by American enterprise. But as its 
importance dawned upon the world factories 
were started in Great Britain and on tie Conti- 
nent of Europe. These factories wore filled with 
American machipery and began their successful 
careers under the guidance of Americans. 


now reaches 30,000 tons. More than half of this 
issenttothe United States, and our factories 
pay out over $16,000,000 yearly for this gum. 
rhey produce an infinite variety of articles of 
which itis an important component, and their 
yearly sales of rubber goods exceed $50,000,000 
in value. Of this vast sum nearly one-half is 
represented by boots and shoes. 


Was the Football of Speculatora, 


The raw material is produced under peculiar 
conditions. we men seek it in the forests of 
the Amazon and the Congo, they gather it in the 
valleys of the Andes and at Siam. It is not, 
therefore, subject to the rapid increase and de- 
crease of production that affects many great 
staples, such as wheat orcotton. For years it 
was the football of speculators, After a time 
the importation of crude rubber was organized, 
and the advantages of this are evidenced in the 
steadiness of prices which have been brought 
about. Not only is the importation of crude 
rubber unified, but the manufacture of articles 
in which you are all more or leés interested— 
boots and shoes—has also been unified and as a 
resnit there exists today a giant company with a 
capitalization of more than $40,000,000, every 
share of which pays dividends. 

In spite of many years’ development of this 
manufacture it is still empirical. The results of 
the combinations of certain substances with the 
mysterious hydro-carbon called rubber are 
known and utilized, but it is conceivable that far 
more vaiuable combinations sball be discovered 
which may revoluti mize the industry. 

it is certain that chemists have produced rub- 
ber in their laboratories, although in trifling 
quantities and at prohibitory cost, yet it seenis 
within the limits of probability that before many 
years pass rubber factories will not only produce 
the eanamnetaren urticle but the crude material 
as well, 

With the most skillful labor, the most .perfect 
machinery, and highest order of management the 
fact remains that the United States exported in 
1894 but $1,500,000 of goods of which rubber 
formed an important component part, and of this 
but $200,000 worth was boots and shoes. 


Immense American Advantages. 


That so trifling an export trade should exist is 
op crys tape ngland alone exports over 

6,000,000 of manufactured rubber goods yearly. 
Consider for a moment the advantAges we pos- 
sess in competing with European countries for 
the commerce of neutral nations. The essential el- 
ement of cheap manufacture is cheap power. The 
rivers which flow from various ranges of mount- 
ains to the level of the plains and the sea fur- 
nish a source of energy vastiy greater than that 
of any other country. Already this is utilized to 
an extent unknown elsewhere. The develop- 
ment’ of coal mining has kept pace with the 

rogress of the country and fuel is sold to manu- 

acturers in the United States today at prices not 
less than 20 percent lowerthan those paid by 
foreign competitors. It has been said that this 
isthe iron age and that the dominance of En- 
gland in the world's trade is due to its possession 
ot large stores of iron. Today the United States 
is the largest producer of iron and steel. It pro- 
duces these metals at lower prices than any 
other country. 

Snch raw materials as we do not produce here 
are imported free of duty and there is scarcely 
any important raw material which is not as 
cheap in the United States today as in any coun- 
try in the world. 

The claim that American labor is higher paid 
than that of any othercountry is just. but this 
labor is seldom appiied directly, but almost al- 
ways in conuection with automatic machinery. 
When we consider the results achieved, it wouid 
appear to be the most effective labor known. Any 
foreigner entering an American workshop is 
struck by the energy dispiayed, which is in 
marked contrast to we methods of European 
factories. 

The existing commercial depression in the 
home market has resulted in an infinite number 
of economies, and has cleared the way for enter- 
ing the foreign trade with a certainty of success. 
During the commercial crisis of 1893 those 
American manufacturers who had any export 
trade found it of the utmost value. It is always 
a cash trade when properly conducted, and they 
were able by making concessions in prices to dis- 
pose of merchandise which would otherwise have 
remained in their warehouses. and so to continue 
t> operate their works and retain their work- 
men, 4 
A prominent writer for the press has character- 
ized the export trade as the fly-wheel of com- 
merce. Itis a good illustration. .Manufactur- 
ers, however, should remember that_in attempt- 
ing to enter this field they cannot carry on their 
trade exactly upon the lines pursued in the home 
market, They must be willing to modify their 
ideas and methods, and while this involves some 
trouble the reward will be more than commen- 
surate. 

Our Markets for Manufactures, 

The various markets in which we sell manu- 
factured goods may be divided into two classes, 
the manufacturing and the non-manufacturing 
countries. The former represent a population of 
250,000,000, the latter of 1,100,000,000. 
The great manufacturing countries with 
which we do an export trade are En- 

‘and, Germany, France, Austria, 

eigium, and Switzerland. These constitate the 
principal countries which export mannfactured 
merchandise to various parts of the world and 
are our competitors in neutral markets. The ex- 

rt trade in manufactured goods from the 
United States to these countries is very cunsid- 
erable. 

he business with England is done mainly by 
manufacturers direct, merchants intervening to 
but a smail extent. The system of local distribu- 
_tion of such merchandise as is imported from the 
United States is mainly through jobbing houses 
and the orders are not large but are very numer- 
ous. Owing to the facilities for intercommuni- 
cation orders can be received and executed with 

reat promptness. The trade with Great 
ritain has been further stimulated by 
the fact that ma American firms have 
opened houses in ondon, Liverpool, and 
other centers, from which they dispose of mer- 
chandise to the jobbers and retailers. The trade 
is a growing one, and we have every advantage 
in curryiny it on, owing to the fact that no Amer- 
ican manufactured goods are dutiable in that 
country. Belgium is also a country of low du- 
ties, but has as yet proved a poor buyer of Amer- 
ican manufactured merchandise, although they 
are sharp competitors with us and large export- 
ers to us. Germany buys a considerable quantity 
of American manufactured merchandise, mostly 
of the cheaper sort. Thegpeculiarity of this trade 
is the limited number ‘ large distributers. It 
art done through merchants 
who have branch houses in Hamburg and Bre- 
men and who take orders throughout the empire. 
[hey import their merchandise in guanfities and 
distribute it te the various smail ers. ” 
retail profits in Germany are small. There is ex- 
ceedingly ciose scrutiay of merchandise a 
large number of claims for errors and defects. 
This introduces an element of fiction into the 
business, and results in its limitation. 
German Manoufactarers Imitative. 

It is farther limited by the fact that German 
manufacturers, particularly in smali weres, are 
very imitative, and generally reproduce: any 
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ication now existing by various lines of steamers. 
In Spaip manufactures are. extensiy carried 
on, American merchandise is sold there to a 
iderable extent in spite of the almost pt 
hibitory duties. The Italian. tariff is very high, 
rendered so by the governmental necessities of 
sayeuae, and commerce with that country is diffi- 
Russia buys a considerable quantity of Amer- 


ican agricultural machinery, weighing machines, | 


and other goods, but it isa country with a very 
high protective tariff and subject to financial 
stu rbances. 


Commeree with Asia and A‘ric.. 


In British India, China, and Japan there isa 
considerable demand for American articles, al- 
though the fluctuations of exchange and the war 
compiicate matters. With improved conditions 
the market will be magnificent. The Dutch East 
Indies, Australia, and New Zealand offer a large 
and varied trade in American-made goods. Tbe 
main portion of Africa is of moderate value to 
the export trade. Madagascar always has been 
an excellent market for American cotton cloth, 
which is the currency of the country. 

Mr, Eddy talked at some length on the 
Latin-American countries, showing what ad- 
vantage the United States is promised by de- 
veloping trade with them. He conciuded: as 
follows: 

I have tried to make clear what the foreien 
markets ‘are, and in what our advantages in 
entering into the contest for the trade of these 


regions consist. Today England exports nearly ' 


900,000,000 worth of manufactured goods—the 

nited States less than $200,000,000 worth. It 
should be the aim and ambition of all of us to 
reverse these figures. 


SLOW WORK TO MOVE FROM TAERUIN 


Postm: ster 


Hesing Explains the Work 
That Must Be Done. 

The reductions of the first year’s appropria- 
tion for the new government building in this 
city from $600,000 to $500,000 by Con- 
gress in its closing hours will have no serious 
effect upon building operations. Postmaster 
Hesing considered it extremely doubtful if the 
present building can be vacated for the wreck- 
ers by July 1. It will require rapid work at 
best to get the temporary postoffice on the 
Lake-Front in readiness by that time. The 
job of removing from the old wiil bea slow 
one. There are over 6,000,000 registered 
letter receipts, the accumulations of the last 
twenty years, which by law must be moved to 
the temporary structure, stored there safely, 
and then moved ®ack to the new government 
building when it is completed. 

The ciearance papers of boats since the Chi- 
cago fire are carefully preserved in the Cus- 
tom-House, as are ail other customs papers. 
There are several hundred tons of these old 
documents stored around the building. ‘The 
Postmaster thinks the tenants of the old 
building will be doing well if they get out by 
Aug. 1, so that the wrecking operations may 
begin. After the old building has been re- 
moved fully four moaths will be-required in 
putting in the foundations, even if the weather 
is favorable, Should next winter be as severe 
as the last one nothing can be done for two 
months. Everything must move along in 
good order to have actual construction begin 
by Apriil. There will be then ieft out of the 
appropriation $150,000 for work during 
April, May, and June. July 1 the Postinaster 
hopes ao appropriation of $1,500,000 to 
$2,000,000 by the new Congress will become 
availabie, and the contracts can then be let 
in a jump, 

Mr. Hesing has estimates that the building 
for the temporary postoftice- on the Lake- 
Front can be put up for $125,000. There fe 
availiable for a temporary structure $163,- 
000, after the item of $27,000 for rent for 
the other departments of the government 
service has been subtracted. This margin of 
$38,000 for fixtures and furnishings is con- 
sidered ample, as a large part of the fixtures, 
cases, etc., in the old building can be utilized 
in the temporary office.

operation within ten years, and over half of it 
within five years. In Sec. 12 of the substi- 
it is also provided that after five 
years the company shall pay to. the 
city annually the suin of $1,000, 
and that during the ten’ years foilowing 
the courpany shall pay $2,000 per year, mak- 
ingatota! amount of $25,000.

dividends on their stock, becanse it is an admit- 
ted fact that a great if not the largest part of the 
eapital stock of the corporations forming the 
trust is purely fictitious and fraudulent, issued 
in plain vielation of law, and representing not 
an investment of money, but what in the par- 
lance of the stock jobbers and corporation pro- 
moters is called “water.” These certificates of 
stock upon which dividends are extorted from 
our people are but written or printed evidences 
of the corrupt and law defying practices of a 
gang of stock jobbers and corporation maniptu- 
lators.

HL the ordinance concerning 
the Ogden Gas company williead to the estab- 
lishing of a competing gas plant or otherwise 
compel the reduction of the price of gas to 90 cents 
per thousand cubic feet, the benefits thereby con- 


ferred upon the people of Chicago will amount | 


to many millions of dollars. The totai amount 
of gas furnished by the gas trust to private con- 
sumers in 1804 was almost 7,000,000,000 cubic 
feet. and calculating tne price of gas only at $1, 
which it wiil net reaeh until 187, the difference 
of 10 cents will represent a saving of $700,000 
per annum, while the difference in the cost of 
street lighting will be $217,000, a total saving 
of almost $1,000,000 per year. 


His Daty to Judge of Merits. 


My attention has been called to the fact that 
the ordinance in question has.been adopted by 
the Council without proper deliberation, and 
grave insinuations are he in the public press 
concerning the motives of the members of the 
Council in passing the ordinance. | take it, 
however, that the methods employed by the Al- 
dermen in the dispatch of legisiative business 
and rumors and insinuations as to their motives 
in framing legislation are not, in the absence of 
any substantial proof. proper subjects of inquiry 
on the part of the chief exeeutive ofticer of the 
city in deciding upon the propriety of exercising 
the veto power yested in him by organic law. 
These matters concern their constituents, their 
consciences, and, in the case of corrup- 
tion, the courts. My duty is to in 
aguire into the merits of the measure as 
before mo. and to act with sole reference to its 
intrinsic value and defects. The veto power has 
certainly not been vested in the Mayor to be ex- 
ercised by him whenever the haste or slowness of 
the legislative metheds leading to the adoption 
of en ordinance do not meet with his approval or 
whenever a mere suspicion regarding improper 
motives influencing Aldermanic action is excited, 
either by tne conduct of the members themselves 
or by vague and unsubstantiated charges, may 
they be ever so well founded iu fact, or originated 
and circulated by the powerful interests repre- 
sented im the various trusts, and exercising such 
a vast inflwence in molding public opinion by the 
power of their great wealth and the unscrupulous 
ommend which they are known to resert in cases 
of emefeency. 

It is urged as one of the reasons why 1 should 
interpose my veto power that substantial citi- 
zens haye not been disclosed as the promoters 
er corporators of the new gas, electric light, 
and telephone companies. I have at one time 


4. considered this a valid objection, but my experi- 


ence in the Mayoraity chair since has taught me 
that these substantial citizens, for some reasons 
best .known to themselves, shun the light 
of day-until after the franchises sought by them 
have bepainbtained. In a late and well-known 
instance the prominent citizens backing the ordi- 
nance were disclosed soon after the granting of 
the privileges coveted by them. and what ap- 
pooeee to be a fatherless child of municipal legis- 
ation turned out to have a very highiy ar.sto- 
cratic parentage, with near relatives extending 
into the highest strata of our banking, business, 
society, and reform circles. Nor did these prom- 
inent citizens disdain -from forming a combina- 
tion with the trust as.soon as the trust came to 
their terms. 
It is urged that such may be the fate of this 

franchise. That may be so. And if so, then no 
harm has en done except to the trust, and 
every blow to the trust is a blow inflicted in the 
interest of the public. But if not, if this 
ordinance leads to a reduction inthe price of Gas, 
then the public has gained an enormous advan- 
tage. If the fear that the trust will buy up the 
stock of every new company as soon as such 
new company procures a competing franchise 
should forever deter us from granting new 
franchises, then we could never free ourselvés 
from our bondage to the trust, and its dominions 
would be simply perpetuated for all time to 
come. The true remedy for the people to guard. 
against improper or corrupt franchise legisia- 
tion consists in an amendment of the charter 
changing the mannrerof granting them, But to 
refuse all new grants until such change is ac- 

complished would be tantamount to the grant of 
a monopoly to the trust as long as it continues to 
bold the reins at Springfield as it does” at the 
opie: of every important State in the Union.

Welcomes the Reform Sentiment. 


My attention has been directed to the strong 
Sentiment of reforin now manifesting itself in the 
larger American cities. This sentiment is doubly 
welcome to me, as 1 have used every endeavor to 
promote it and to give it practical expression in 
my official acts. If it needed any evidence to sup- 
port this statement, the 143 veto messages sub- 
mitted by me on the sabject of special privileges, 
franchise grants, public improvements by special 
assessment, etc., would prove the truth of this 
assertion beyond a reasonable doubt, to say noth- 
ing of the inauguration of the most advanced and 
strictiy non-partisan system of. civil service 
reform in the police force, established by me 
without either State law or city ordinance com- 
pelling me todose. But a reform .movement is 
iil-directed which, in ordér to defeat unwise and 
hasty legislation, oreven acts of official mal- 
feasance, will either voluntarily or involuntarily 
make itself the tool of a gigantic trust, extorting 
milHiénis.of dollars from the great body of our 
citizens simply because chese very citizéns have

and bécanse it is wholly unscrupulous in the use 
of its money and other power to defeat State and 
municipal legislation tending to free the people 
from its clutches. 

I welcome the agitation caused by. the passage 
of these ordinances if it willlead to a thorough 
investigation of the sinister methods used to in- 
fluence not only muvicipal but also State legisla- 
tion. Let such aminvestigation be searching and 
thorough aud not Gonfine itself to the small-fry 
politicians and petty officeholders, but direct it- 
se:f alsotothe moneyed princes who one day 
pose as reformers on the platform of an indigna- 
tion nieeting and the next day corrupt the as- 
seéssor and other officials by the most shameless 
and barefaced bribery, and do not hesitate to 
procure valuable franchises irrespeetive of the 
foulness of the means necessary to accomplish 
their object.

AGAINST OHIOAGO’S OPEN SUNDAY. 


Dr. Carlos Martyn Condemns It in Un- 
measured Terms. 

The Rev. Dr. Carlos Martyn delivered his 
fifth lecture in the municipal reform series 
yesterday noon in Association Hall, his sub- 
ject being ‘The Open Sunday of Chicago.” 
He devoted his remarks to the Sunday saloon, 
the Sunday concert, and the Sunday theater, 
and condemned them all as demoralizing and 
as illegal. 

He began his address with the bold state- 
ment that ‘‘ Chicago is as vain of her ‘open’ 
Sunday as ever a beauty of the reign of Louis 
XV. was of the black patches of court plaster 
which disfigared her face, or as a negress in 
Central’ Africa is of the ring which runs 
through her nose, and which she mistakes for 
an ornament.”’ 

As to the Sunday saloon, Dr. Martyn said 
it was forbidden by every State in the Union 
except California, Montana, Nevada, and 
Texas, which he said were the least civilized 
of all; and even California and Texas made 
the closing of —— saloons optional with 
city governments. ut in Chicago, he said, 
liquor-sellers were the privileged class. ‘I'he 
beer-mnug and the whisky-giass were handed 
over the bar all day and all night, seven days 
and nights in every week, to the ruin of all 
concerned. The liquor interest he called 
“Our American House of Hapsburg—the 
tipsy and staggering royalty which wears the 
crown and sways the scepter in free Ameri- 


ca. 

Dr. Martyn paid his respects to the Sunday 
theater, as follows: 

Some of these are comparatively decent. 
Others are survivals of Sodom. ‘they appeal to 
the basest instincts of human’ nature—to the 
swine that roots and grunts in the flesh. At- 
tracting the attention of passers-by. by advertis- 
ing without * living statuary.”’ ‘* Parisian pict- 
ures,’ and “ Creole beauties,’’ within they enact 
a vile program of obscenity, and then decoy the 
audigmee to witness in other parts of the theater 
lewd dances to the accompanying sound of jing- 
ling glasses and scraping fiddies, out of tune, fit 
to serve to set the nerves of devils on edge and to 
make Satan blush.
